All  restrictions  concerning  the  use  of 
lard  in  bread  making  by  commercial 
bakers  were  removed  today  by  the  War 
Food  Administration  for  the  period  May 
15  through  June  30. 

This  action,  WFA  officials  said,  will 
make  possible  the  use  of  greater  quanti- 


ties of  lard  which  is  now  in  abundant 
supply. 

Use  of  lard  and  other  fats  or  oils  as 
shortening  in  bread  dough  is  limited  by 
a  provision  of  WFO  1  (formerly  FDO  1) 
to  three  parts  of  shortening  to  each  100 
parts  of  flour.  Today's  action  removes 
all  restrictions  on  the  use  of  lard  as 


shortening  for  the  designated  period,  but 
does  not  change  the  restrictions  covering 
the  use  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils. 

Under  the  amended  otfder,  bakers  not 
only  may  use  any  quantity  of  lard  de- 
sired in  bread  making,  but  they  may  also 
use  without  restriction  after  June  30  any 
lard  they  have  purchased  during  the 
May  15-June  30  period.

distribution  of  bakery  products  prevalent 
in  the  baking  industry,  and  on  the  basis 
of  other  information,  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator has  made  the  following  de- 
terminations. The  conditions  necessi- 
tating the  issuance  of  War  Food  Order 
No.  1  still  exist.  The  fulfillment  of  re- 
quirements for  the  defense  of  the  United 
States  has  resulted  ana  will  result  in  a 
shortage  in  the  supply  of  milk,  sugar 
and  shortening  for  private  account  and 
for  export.  The  conditions  subject  to 
which  milk,  sugar  and  shortening  are  al- 
located in  this  order  are  necessary  and 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense,  in  that 
they  insure  the  efficient  use  of  these  com- 
modities, aid  in  preventing  their  waste 
and  destruction  and  their  diversion  to 
non-human  consumption,  and  encourage 
the  effective  distribution  of  bakery  prod- 
ucts containing  these  and  other  ingredi- 
ents by  preventing  uneconomical  and  im- 
proper practices  in  connection  with  man- 
ufacture and  distribution.

(6)  "Bread"  means  any  type  of  bread, 
and  includes  white,  rye,  whole  wheat, 
raisin,  combinations,  and  similar  baked 
products. 

(7)  "Rolls"  includes  plain  white  rolls 
and  buns  of  the  semi -bread  dough  type, 
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such  as  soft  rolls,  hamburger,  hot  dog, 
Parker  House,  etc.,  hard  rolls,  such  as 
Vienna,  Kaiser,  etc.,  all  made  without 
fillings  or  icing,  but  shall  not  include 
yeast-raised  sweet  rolls  or  sweet  buns, 
cinnamon  rolls  or  buns,  butterfly  rolls, 
etc.

(i)  Equipment.  No  baker,  or  other 
seller  or  distributor  of  bakery  products, 
his  agents  or  employees,  shall  provide 
or  furnish,  by  gift,  sale,  loan  or  otherwise, 
racks,  stands,  or  other  equipment  of  any 
kind  or  character  to  any  purchaser  of 
bakery  products,  or  replace,  repair,  alter, 
or  maintain  any  equipment  previously 
furnished  to  or  belonging  to  any  such 
purchaser.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  1,  Amendment  14. 

With  the  adoption  of  an  amendment 
to  WFO  1  effective  May  10,  1945  clarify- 
ing the  provision  with  respect  to  con- 
signment selling,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator issued  a  statement,  concurred  in 
by  the  Department  of  Justice,  that  vio- 
lators of  the  order  wil!  be  promptly 
brought  into  court  and  vigorously  prose- 
cuted. 

For  the  past  several  weeks,  the  Ad- 
ministrator explained,  compliance  action 
against  violators  has  not  been  pressed 
due  to  certain  legal  questions  arising 
from  a  decision  of  a  United  States  Dis- 


tion  for  relief  with  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the 
nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The  Order 
Administrator  may  take  any  action  with 
reference  to  such  petition  which  is  con- 
sistent with  the  authority  delegated  to 
him  by  the  Director.  If  the  petitioner 
is  dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken  by 
the  Order  Administrator,  he  may,  by  re- 
quest addressed  to  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator, obtain  a  review  of  such  action  by 
the  Director.  After  said  review,  the  Di- 
.  rector  may  take  such  action  as  he  deems 
appropriate,  which  action  shall  be  final. 

(m)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  bakery 
products.  Any  person  who  wilfully  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  is  guilty 
of  a  crime  and  may  be  prosecuted  under 
any  and  all  applicable  laws.  Civil  ac- 
tion may  also  be  instituted  to  enforce 
any  liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to 
enjoin  any  violation  of,  any  provision  of 
this  order. 

(n)  Delegation  of  authority.  The 
administration  of  this  order  and  the 
powers  vested  in  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator, insofar  as  such  powers  relate 
to  the  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director.  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  redelegate  to 
any  employee  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of 


trict  Court  which  was  unfavorable  to  the 
Government.  These  problems  have  been 
considered  with  the  Department  of  Jus- 
tice and  have  been  eliminated  by  the 
amendment  just  issued.  Consequently, 
no  obstacle  remains  to  the  vigorous  en- 
forcement of  this  order  which  is  a  vital 
part  of  the  war  effort.  Immediate  in- 
vestigations of  reported  violations  will 
be  undertaken  by  the  Office  of  Investi- 
gatory Services,  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, and  United  States  Attorneys  have 
been  requested  to  institute  actions 
against  violators  with  all  possible  speed.

These  items  were  eliminated 
bacause,  due  to  their  low  moisture  con- 
tent,  they  are  suitable  for  human  con- 
sumption for  considerable  periods  after 
manufacture.

No 
baker  shall  make  or  sell  any  variety  of 
bread  or  rolls  the  baked  weight  of  which 
is  more  than  90  percent  of  the  baked 
weight  of  such  variety  as  produced  by 
such  baker  on  March  15,  1946,  or  if  such 
variety  was  not  produced  on  that  date, 
then  on  the  latest  date  prior  to  March

vided, however,  That  the  baked  weight 
of  any  bread  or  rolls  produced  under 
this  provision  shall  be  subject  to  a  tol- 
erance of  not  more  than  2  percent:  And 
provided  further,  That  any  baker  who 
because  of  equipment  difficulties  can- 
not reasonably  comply  with  the  foregoing 
requirement  is  exempted  therefrom  with- 
out the  necessity  of  application  to  the 
Administrator  on  condition  that  on  or 
before  June  10,  1946,  he  files  with  the 
Administrator  a  statement  of  the  facts 
with  respect  to  his  equipment  difficul- 
ties and  the  reasons  why  he  cannot  rea- 
sonably comply.  Any  such  exemption 
may  be  revoked  by  the  Administrator  by 
a  specific  order  if  he  determines  that 
compliance  may  reasonably  be  required.

Summary  to  WPO-1,  Amendment  15 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  an  amendment  to  War  Pood 
Order  1  which  prohibits  bakers  from 
making  or  selling  any  variety  of  bread 
or  rolls,  as  defined  in  the  order,  weigh- 
ing more  than  90  percent  of  the  weight 
of  such  bread  and  rolls  produced  on 
March  15,  1946,  or  on  the  last  prior  date 
when  the  bread  and  rolls  were  made. 
The  amendment  (No.  15)  is  effective 
12:01  a.  m.  June  1,  1946. 

Any  baker  who,  because  of  equipment 
difficulties,  cannot  reasonably  comply 
with  this  amendment  is  exempted,  pro- 
vided that  on  or  before  June  10,  1946  he 
informs  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administrator,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  in  writing  that  he  cannot 
comply,  and  also  states  his  reasons  in 
detail. 

If  the  Administrator  then  decides  that 
the  baker  can  reasonably  comply,  the 
exemption  may  be  revoked  and  the  baker 
directed  to  reduce  the  weight  of  bread 
and  rolls  by  10  percent  as  specified  in 
the  amendment. 


The  amendment  also  requires  every 
baker  to  use  wrappers,  packages  or  labels 
indicating  plainly  the  actual  weight  of 
the  products  affected  by  this  order.  A 
baker  who  does  not  ordinarily  wrap, 
package  or  label  his  products,  and  is  not 
required  by  law  to  do  so,  is  exempted 
from  this  requirement  if  he  gives  notice 
to  the  persons  to  whom  delivery  is  made 
of  the  reduced  weight  of  such  products. 
If  a  baker  cannot  obtain  such  wrappers, 
packages  or  labels,  or  have  those  on 
hand  corrected  to  show  the  reduced 
weight,  the  baker  may  during  the  period 
required  to  obtain  new  wrappers  and 
packaging  material,  use  his  existing 
stocks  on  hand  or  stocks  on  order  as  of 
May  31,  1946,  provided  the  baker  fur- 
nishes each  retail  establishment  to  which 
he  delivers  bread  and  rolls,  a  display 
sign  or  card  reading  as  follows: 

notice  of  reduction  in  weight  of  bread 
and  rolls 

As  part  of  the  Famine  Emergency 
Committee  program  and  by  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  (War  Pood 
Order  No.  1)  the  weight  of  all  bread  and 
rolls  has  been  reduced  by  10  percent. 


It  is  impossible  to  obtain  a  new  supply 
of  packaging  material  in  the  short  time 
available,  and  these  products  are  being 
packaged  with  the  material  now  on  hand. 
The  labels  do  not  indicate  the  correct 
weight  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  notice 
to  insure  that  you  are  fully  informed  as 
to  the  true  weight.  The  packaging  of 
these  products  in  the  manner  described 
is  limited  to  the  duration  of  the  emer- 
gency famine  campaign. 

This  sign  or  card  must  be  prominently 
displayed  by  the  retailer.  The  amend- 
ment provides  that  unless  the  sign  is 
prominently  displayed,  the  baker  is  pro- 
hibited from  selling  or  delivering  bread 
or  rolls,  the  wrappers,  packages,  or  labels 
of  which  do  not  show  the  actual  weight 
of  the  product. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
been  informed  by  the  Federal  Security 
Administrator  and  the  Attorney  General 
that  wrapping  and  labeling  of  bread  and 
rolls  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  order  will  not  be  considered  as  a 
basis  for  action  under  the  labeling  provi- 
sions of  the  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic 
Act.

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Summary  to  WFO-1,  Am  16. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  the  discontinuance  of 
wartime  restrictions  against  "twisting" 
and  "cross-panning"  in  the  manufacture 
of  pan  bread,  and  against  the  supplying 


of  bread  racks  by  bakers  and  distributors 
to  their  customers. 

These  practices,  long  used  in  the  bak- 
ery industry,  were  prohibited  early  in  the 
war  as  measures  to  help  conserve  man- 
power and  materials.  The  restrictions 
have  now  been  removed  at  the  request 


of  several  members  of  the  baking  indus- 
try and  13  manufacturers  of  bread  racks 
on  the  representation  that  materials  and 
manpower  are  in  easier  supply. 

Removal  of  the  restrictions  is  con- 
tained in  Amendment  16  to  War  Food 
Order  No.  1,  effective  September  4,  1946.
